An  Act  to  amend  the  Acts  "  respecting  the  Militia," 
and  the  "  Volunteer  Militia  Force." 

[Assented  to  SOth  June,  1864] 

HER  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Preamble. 
Legislative  Council  and  Assembly  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows  : 


1.  The  following  paragraph  is  hereby   added  to  and  shall  Sect.  5  of  27 
form  and  be  read  as  part  of  the  fifth  section  of  the  Act  passed  v.^c.  2,  amend- 
in  the  twenty-seventh  year  of  Her  Majesty's  Reign,  intituled  : 
An  Act  respecting  the  Militia,  that  is  to  say  :  "  And  in  Upper  certain  cities 
"  Canada  every  City,  and  also  every  Town  withdrawn  from  and  towns  in 
"  the  jurisdiction  of  the   Council  of  the  County  within  which  deemed  part  of 
"  the  same  is  situate,  shall,  in  like  manner  for  the  purposes  of  Counties. 
"  this  Act,  be  held  to  be  in  the  County  in  which  the   same   is 
"  situate."
